Crops ta the County. 


A RBPUBLIOAH commifleioner has inter- 


viewed several city and country farmers 
on tbe yield end condition of the orope 
in Macon county. He was told that 
wheat has averaged about 15 bushels to 
the acre, but that while the quantity was 
larger than that of 1883, when the aver- 
age yield woe 9 bushels per acre, the 
quality is poorer and lighter, buyers 
paying 50 to 70 cents a bushel for such 
aa has been delivered. There has been a 
big yield of oats, but it has panned out 
poorly, the average yield per acre of good 
quality being about 25 bushels. Early in 
the season it was thought it would reach 
40 bushels. There was also an enormous 
lot of hay, but the rains and carelessness 
played hob with it. It is estimated that 
fully one-third of tbe crop was lost. It 
sells at *S a ton. The corn, which is a 
little backward on account of the rather 
remarkably cool weather at this time of 
the year, is of generally good color and 
will turn out well if we have warm 
weather and frost holds off 20 or 30 day£»
